Service Agency?’ 

(Editor’s Note: The Community Coordinating Council is try¬ 
ing to ascertain if services of the Family Service Agency of Pasa¬ 
dena are wanted in Sierra Madre. Since it is a matter of general 
public interest, the NEWS has been asked to more fully explain 
“What Is Family Service.”) 

Sound counseling from a trained, sympathetic, professional 
caseworker is what Family __ 


Service offers. 

I'he service operates on the 
assumption that many, many 
people have personal and fam¬ 
ily problems. These problems 
may concern finances, the ill¬ 
ness of father or mother, mari¬ 
tal conflicts, desertion, separa¬ 
tion, birth and growing up of 
the children, technological un¬ 
employment, or old age. 

They are situations encoun¬ 
tered In every-day living, some 
serious, others more or less 
routine. To the persons involv¬ 
ed, of course, all are serious at 
the moment. 

People who seek Family Ser¬ 
vice may come from all walks 
of life. Several examples of 


the types of cases are listed in 
the agency’s handbook. One 
may be a mother who is unable 
to understand why her 5-year- 
old son is so “fidgety,” so de¬ 
structive. She wants to help in 
the soundest way because she 
gets so irritated. 

Another might be an adoles¬ 
cent girl, struggling to find her 
niche in the adult world. Why 
does she get so depressed? 
Why can’t she study? Should 
she marry — even though her 
boy friend may be drafted 
soon? 

A middle-aged couple with 
growing children need help in

“Lee Shippey was the victim 
of a political plot,” declared 
Dan W'. Green, newspaper ed¬ 
itor and member of a commit¬ 
tee backing the Sierra Mad- 
rean, in charging that the 
Democratic Congressional Cau¬ 
cus in San Fernando Sunday 
was “stacked” by Assembly- 
man Everett G. Burkhalter. 

The caucus was “stacked,” 
Mr. Green said, to assure As¬ 
semblyman Burkhalter of win¬ 
ning the organization’s support 
in his candidacy for Congress 
from the 21st District. Mr. 
Burkhalter did go on to win 
the support by a 47-26 vote. 

Mr. Green said Mr. Burkhal¬ 
ter, with Floyd Jolley, a can¬ 
didate to succeed Burkhalter in 
the 42nd District Assembly 
post, appointed all 2S delegates 
to the caucus from that dis¬ 
trict. 

This was possible, Mr. Green 
explained, because the 42nd 
District had been reapportion¬ 
ed and Mr. Burkhalter, as as¬ 
semblyman, was given power 
to name the delegates. 

Mr. Green charged that Mr.

They were 
excluded from voting on the 
final endorsement, he said, 
but managed to take part in 
several voice votes prior to it.

It must be somewhat bore- 
some for those who read this 
column regularly to be remind¬ 
ed time after time that fire is 
dangerous. Of course you know 
it is. All that you read here 
is not originated by the writer, 
just part of it. Some things 
are worth ^quoting, particular¬ 
ly those which pertain to fire 
prevention. 

I hav'e read that the average 
fire loss of the nation for one 
year would supply a formid¬ 
able task force of two aircraft 
carriers, three heavy cruisers, 
four light cruisers, ten destroy¬ 
ers, one submarine, ninety dive 
bombers and one hundred 
fighter planes. 

I can’t think which is the 
worst, war or fire, but never¬ 
theless, we may not have any 
control over the warlords, but 
we can at least do much to 
prevent fire. 

This column is nuts on the 
subject of fire prevention. Af¬ 
ter all “we are punished by 
our sins and not for our sins.” 

More persons were burned to 
death during the first year af¬ 
ter this nation’s entrance into 
the present war than were 
killed in all branches in the 
armed forces during the same 
period of time. 

Did you know that, whether 
the fire service is by volunteer 
effort on the part of citizens 
or is paid for with ta.x money, 
the expense must come from 
owners of property and occu¬ 
pants of buildings? It’s a fact. 

To keep a group of men in¬ 
terested in attending fire drills 
and fire meetings is not as 
simple as it may appear to the 
unconcerned. It may not con¬ 
cern you as long as everything 
is going along fine. It would 
concern your apathy if sud¬ 
denly the men now doing the 
fire department work should 
suddenly lose interest. 

To the fellows, the work has 
been much fun and the work, 
hard work. The thrill of fight¬ 
ing fire soon wears off after a 
certain length of time of gen¬ 
uine hard work and loss of 
sleep. If we were to have fire 
regularly night after night or 
even each week, the novelty 
of being a volunteer fire fight¬ 
er might become boresome. 

That alone is season enough 
for us to do our utmost to keep 
the fires down. To do this it is 
entirely up to cooperation we 
have with the residents. We 
are not the best fire fighters 
in the world, nor the worst. 
There is one thing certain, we
